EPA  is  treating  the  Gold  Mine  adit  discharge  to  adjust  the  pH  and  allow  for  solids  to  settle 
out  prior  to  discharge  to  Cement  Creek.  EPA  continues  to  stabilize  the  mine  allowing  for 
water  to  discharge.

EPA  will  continue  to  evaluate  the  conditions  of  the  mine  and  the  potential  impacts 
on  the  down  gradient  watershed.
